Ac- 
tivities for* entertanins the men n- 
clude auto rides, Sunday diners, ath- 
letic and fleld events, dances, enter- 
tainments at clubs, theatres and mov- 
ing picture houses, the permission to 
use swimming pools ia clubs, of bil- 
liard and pool rooms and'other club 
facilities—in fact to provide for the 
enlisted men every form of recrea- 
tion which the civillinn enjoys. 


"In giving themselves to the boys 


in uniform," -Mr. Maaaing says, ia 
concluding his repor-., citizens and 
cities are 'finding their own souls' 
and. after the war, a new spirit of 
citizenship will prevail."
